Added Rigclhof, "The length 
of time (the procedure took) was 
not because the policy was con- 
tentious, but because there was 
concern over the wording."

I was surprised that such a 
policy was not already in ex- 
istence." said Students* Society 
V.P. University Affairs, Grace- 
Ann Baker. She said that all pro- 
fessional faculties place time 
limits on the completion of 
degrees. 

Professor Bélanger, Dean ot 
Engineering concurred. "There 
has been a time limit in effect for 
at least five years." Engineering 
students arc required to complete 
102 credits in five years.

Petter pointed out that few 
students abuse the system by con- 
tinually withdrawing from 
courses. "The policy will give 
these cases a little nudge." 

When asked about student reac- 
tion to the time limit, Petter said, 
“We went through an exhaustive 
procedure. There were a number

The Senate and the Academic- 
Policy and Planning Committee 
recently approved policies to 
place time limits on the comple- 
tion of Arts and Sciences 
undergraduate degrees. 

Full-time students registering in 
Arts in the fall of 1987 have no 
more than eight terms in which to 
complete 90 credit programs. If a 
student changes programs, the 
department and Associate Dean 
mmgrant a two-term extention to 
enable her/him to complete the 
degree. 

Full-time students registering in 
Sciences in the fall of 1987 have 
six terms to complete a 90 credit 
program. The student’s advisor 
may extend this by two terms to 
allow her/him to complete re- 
quirements. Four-term extensions 
may be granted in the case of a 
student changing programs.

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Coup sends student president into exile

John Bosniteh is a leader in ex- 
ile. 

The University of New 
Brunswick (UNB) administration 
has recognized the student 
association executive under 
Lawrence Hansen. But John 
Bosniteh, who ruled the Frederic- 
ton campus Student Union (SU) 
for three years, still claims to be 
its president. 

Bosniteh, who is now ruling in 
exile as a graduate student here at 
McGill, was deposed by a ‘coup’ 
on April 17, 1986. Bosniteh and 
several su executive members 
were locked out of their offices by 
university employees and campus 
police. 

Now, several of Bosnitch’s ex- 
ecutive arc suing the students who 
deposed them, the employees who 
locked them out, and the universi- 
ty that later suspended them. 

Meanwhile, Larry Hansen and 
the present su are suing Bosniteh 
and his executive for the money 
they allege was misappropriated 
from SU funds. 

“It brings back memories of 
Ferdinand Marcos," says 
Graham Topp, a UNB student at 
the time. 

Both sides have different ver- 
sions of why the takeover happen- 
ed and who was behind it. 

Bosniteh says “University 
president Dr. Jim Downey staged 
an illegal takeover of the incor- 
porated Student Union." 

But Downey, Hansen and Steve 
Smith, who was installed as presi- 
dent of the su after the takeover, 
flatly deny this claim. "It was 
student-initiated," said Smith. 
“Obviously it had support from 
the administration, but students 
were responsible.” 

Smith admits that he met with 
Downey “quite regularly" in the 



weeks preceding the lock-out. 

Downey says this doesn't make 
him the instigator of the take- 
over. "I met with a lot of 
students. I met with campus 
police, university employees, 
students from the radio, the 
newspaper, from various student 
associations." All, he claims, 
came to complain about Bosniteh. 

“It was remarkable to see how 
united the student population was 
against Bosniteh and his small 
group," he added. 

Bosniteh says that the students 
who deposed him were an oppor- 
tunistic minority and that he has 
support on campus. “I was 
elected in 1985 with a clear land- 
slide — the largest plurality of 
votes that candidates have gotten 
in years." 

Things have changed, says 
Hansen. "(Bosniteh and his ex- 
ecutive) have no credibility on 
this campus. Students don’t sup- 
port them now at all." 

Karen Mair. editor of The 
Brunswickan, the campus 
newspaper, points out that, “The 
number of people who signed the 
petition calling for his impeach- 
ment was more than twice the 
number of people who voted for 
him in the last election." 

Bosniteh asserts that he is the 
victim of an anti-democratic ad- 
ministration’s campaign to silence 
his valid criticism of the universi- 
ty- 

As proof, he says, he was made 
to sign, under threat of expulsion, 
what he calls a “gag pact.” The 
pact states he will neither engage 
in Student Union politics nor take 
legal action against the post- 
takeover Student Union. 

Also, two other members of his 
executive, Barry White and 
Michael Bennett have been 
suspended, allegedly for taking 
legal action against the new su. 



Bosniteh asserts, “those suspen- 
sions were nothing more than a 
deliberate attempt to subvert 
justice." 

"It's much easier for him to see 
this as a result of a Machiavellian 
administration," says Downey. 
"For the last time he has offended 
and outraged students on campus. 
The fact is that students did this to 
him. He can't accept this." 

Bosniteh contends his only 
crime was to embarass the ad- 
ministration. "We started a cam- 
paign to get the university to 
divest from South Africa. We 



ment: "He was always attacking 
Downey, and Downey wasn’t go- 
ing to take it." As a result, 
Downey started to conspire to 
overthrow him. says Bosniteh. 

The anti-Bosnitch faction con- 
tends that the takeover had 
nothing to do with Bosnitch's ac- 
tions as president but rather how 
he acted. 

In 1982, says Smith, "They had 
this thing called The Student Par- 
ty. They had a flag that was black 
with a white circle and a jagged 
*SP’ in the middle. Some would 
have likened this to a totalitarian 







organized protest marches and we 
had speakers from the ANC," he 
says. 

Bosniteh also invited Abbie 
Hoffman to speak at UNB. “The 
administration wasn’t very pleas- 
ed about that," he says, 
"Fredericton is a very conser- 
vative community.” 

Bosniteh says he fought to get 
the administration to establish an 
ombudsperson to look into student 
grievances and to respect 
students’ rights. “By about the 
middle of March the administra- 
tion was starting to get upset." 

Topp confirms Bosnitch’s state- 



tactic." 

Topp confirms that "they were 
a little bit on the strange side." 
The next year, Bosniteh changed 
the name to “Unity Platform” 
and dropped the flag. 

Hansen alleges that "The Stu- 
dent Union was mismanaged for 
the most part as a result of the ac- 
tions of Bosniteh and his ex- 
ecutive.” He says a recent 
12-month audit puts the su 
SI 50,000 in debt. 

"Council had a lot of difficulty 
doing anything," Hansen says. 
"They were blocked, hoodwink- 
ed, everything." Finally, he said. 



Students pay for underfunding

Engineering students may soon 
take the problem of poor lab 
equipment into their own hands. 
In a referendum on Wednesday 
and Thursday, they will be asked 
to support a voluntary tuition in- 
crease of S50 per semester. 

The new Undergraduate Im- 
provement Fund (UIF) would be 
used exclusively for 
undergraduate lab equipment. At 
$160,000, the fund would add 25 
per cent to the current budget of 
$650,000 for capital equipment 
and renovation. 

Joseph Valcnte, VP Finance of 
the Engineering Undergraduate 
Society (EUS) explained the pro- 
blem at last week’s general 
meeting. “The experience McGill 
Engineers have with equipment 
used in our profession is clearly 
inadequate. But we can’t afford to 
buy anything new unless we make 
changes. 

“Right now we must have the 
lowest tuition fees on the planet, 
plus the Québec government is 
cutting back on funding,” said 
Valcnte. 



The eus has proposed a system 
similar to those in effect at 
University of Toronto, McMaster 
University and the Technical 
University of Nova Scotia. 

At present both Concordia 
University and Ecole Polytechni- 
que are considering adopting the 
plan, by which Engineering 
students contribute to a special 
fund. Capital expenditures from 
the fund arc made annually, and 
for the exclusive use of Engineer- 
ing undergrads. 

Tuition at these schools is 
already upwards of $1 ,300, while 
McGill’s average $570 places it 
far behind for funding. 

Peter Cherna, EUS VP External, 
views the proposed increase as an 
effective bargaining tool for ac- 
quiring more funding. “When 
they see that unemployed students 
arc giving this much, McGill 
Engineering alumni, settled in 
their careers, are bound to con- 
tribute more money,” said Cher- 
na. 

Some students, however, have 
questioned the move. Russell 
Smith, a U3 Mining student, ob- 
jects that "people from outside 
the province must attend faculty 



of Science courses in.U 1 , despite 
being registered in Engineering. 
By no means would they benefit 
from the SI 00 they’d pay out in 
first year.” 

Cherna said alternative methods 
of charging students were limited. 

Ron Hallis, a U2 Electrical stu- 
dent, suggested that the increase 
occur in the form of a voluntary 
donation program similar to one 
at University of Saskatchewan. 

Replied Valcnte, "Our situa- 
tion is so much worse, we think 
this is the only viable solution in a 
length of time wc„all can deal 
with." 

Valcnte sees the UIF as an "im- 
petus for major changes in the 
way things arc taught at McGill.” 

“I’m convinced we'd see 
changes after one semester. The 
money would be put to use instan- 
taneously. In total we’d pay an ex- 
tra $400. In relative terms this is 
nothing, when it could change the 
kind of engineer you would 
become," he added. 

Cherna was enthusiastic about 
the proposal. "It will improve 
everything about Engineering. 
Labs will concentrate more on 



learning and less on dealing with 
archaic equipment. The academic 
staff and Dean arc very excited." 

If implemented, the fund would 
be administered by a committee of 
students and some faculty 
members. The committee would 
make allocations toward various 
projects as required. 

Plans for next year’s funds in- 
clude increasing the microcom- 
puter labs. Cherna cxlained that 
the 60 machines available are in- 
sufficient. At peak periods 
students often can't get access to 
them in order to complete 
assignments. The Electrical Lab 1 
also requires immediate im- 
provements. 

Valcnte quelled concern that the 
funds for equipment would end up 
elsewhere. "Since the money' 
would come straight to the com- 
mittee, the final decision how to 
spend it would always come from 
the students.” 

“This isn’t like the course 
materials charge,” added Cherna. 
“The UIF would always represent 
a gift to the university and never 
an amount the faculty could con- 
sider when drawing up budgets." 



“the majority of councillors 
decided that was enough.” 

But Bosniteh sees it differently. 
In early April, he says, Downey 
created a panic on campus by 
threatening to stop collecting Stu- 
dent Union fees unless Bosniteh 
resigned. "Councillors started 
saying, ‘Bosniteh, you're going to 
have to resign,' ” he explains. 

Bosniteh did not resign. 
"Councillors were more in- 
terested in getting fees than stu- 
dent union autonomy,” he says. 

Downey says the letter read. 
"Unless the Student Union puts 
its house in order, the university 
would not collect its fees.” 
"There were allegations of 
mismanagement of funds," 
Downey explains. "We could 
not, in good conscience, keep col- 
lecting money from students for 
people who had lost their 
(students’) confidence." 

Before April 17, 1986, coun- 
cillors had twice tried to remove 
Bosniteh from office by more 
conventional means. Both at- 
tempts cither failed or were block- 
ed illegally, depending on to 
whom one speaks. 

At a council meeting on April 
4th, about a dozen councillors 
brought forth an impeachment 
motion against Bosniteh. Bosniteh 
claims the motion was defeated, 
but Hansen disagrees. 

"Two people voted who didn’t 
have voting rights. If they hadn’t 
voted, then Bosniteh would have 
been impeached.” Hansen says 
the chair, Michael Bennett, one of 
Bosnitch's executive, had ruled 
that the two could vote. 

"There was an abuse of 
parliamentary procedure," 
Hansen asserts, “It happened all 
year Bennett was chair.” 

The next attempt to remove 
Bosniteh was by petition. A peti- 
tion must have 25 per cent of the 
student body’s signatures to be 
considered binding. Smith claims 
that “The petition had the re- 
quisite number of signatures, but 
(Bosniteh) refused to recognize 
it.” 

Bosniteh says he ignored the 
petition because it was neither 
conducted fairly nor validated 
properly. Hansen admits the peti- 
tion was not conducted according 
to the bylaws, but with, good 
reason. 

According to Hansen, the posi- 
tion of Chief Returning Officer 
was vacant when the petition 
came to council. Bosniteh claimed 
the job fell on him. One of a 
CRO’s duties is to verify petitions. 
Hansen says Bosniteh demanded 
that the petition be given to him 
for verification, “even though 
this was an obvious conflict of in- 
terest.” 

Bosniteh says that, "They 
claimed to have 25 per cent of 
students, but they refused to hand 
over the petition for validation. 
They submitted it to the ad- 
ministration for validation.” 

As far as Hansen is concerned,

Residence policy rises from grave 



When the Senate Committee on 
Residences decided to reject the proposal 
to limit the number of returning students in 
residence, many students breathed a sigh of 
relief. 

This is why many people were surprised 
to see the unpopular proposal resurrected 
in time to be voted on at today’s Senate 
meeting. 

The whole idea is the pet project of Vice 
Principal Academic Samuel Freedman. 
When the Committee on Residences re- 
jected the proposal, he was in a bit of a 
bind. Without the support of a committee, 
he would have little chance of getting it 



So he took the proposal to the Senate 
Committee on Admissions and Scholar- 
ships. Members of this committee were 
well aware of the fact that Freedman’s pro- 
posal was completely outside their jurisdic- 
tion. They passed a motion recognizing a 
problem in residence, but specifically 
omitting any reference to Freedman’s pro- 
posal. 



1 overheard an unusual complaint recent- 
ly while sitting in the Alley. It wasn’t a 
complaint about drugs at McGill, or fads at 
McGill, not even about apathy around 
campus. In fact, the concern was that ‘too 
many people around here are into world 
development.’ Whether you're of the ‘ad- 
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Freedman then passed his proposal to 
Senate in a cleverly worded motion which 
makes it appear as though he had the sup- 
port of the Admissions Committee. He 
oir its any reference to the proposal’s death 
at the hands of the Residence Committee. 

There is a very good chance that Senate 
will now pass this proposal. The Residence 
Committee was established to do in-depth 
study into issues affecting residence, and to 
make educated decisions. Freedman is us- 
ing Senate, which has generally been a rub- 
ber stamp for the administration, to over- 
rule the committee’s decision. This raises 
the question, why have a committee in the 
first place? 

Freedman’s actions are more indicative 
of the rule, rather than the exception, in the 
administrative process at McGill. Most 
decisions get made in executive offices, not 
in arenas where students have significant 
input. 
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said, ‘Get the fuck off the bus’ 
and grabbed me. He punched me.

Antoine said his brother Andy, 

1 5, got on the bus and tried to stop 
the fight, but two other bus 
drivers arrived and threw him off. 

'They sprayed something (possibly 
mace) in Nigel’s face, burning his 
eyes, and with the help of a 
passenger continued to kick and 
beat him until police arrived. An- 
toine was arrested and charged 
with assault. 

Antoine says that when he com- 
plained that his eyes were burning 
and he wanted to press charges, 
the police responded by ramming 
his head into the back of the front 
seat of the police cruiser, causing 
his nose to bleed. 

The family intends to press 
charges and claims to have 
witnesses to support them. 

Antoine’s father went home to 
call a tow truck. When he return- 
ed with his daughter, they were 
pushed by police and threatened 
with arrest. When he tried to ask 
the bus driver what had happened, 
the driver answered, "Get out of 
the bus you nigger."

Philip described police attitudes 
as "callous" which, "seems to be 

permeated throughout the 
system. It is totally unbelievable, 
the attitude and the manner in 
which they relate to the Black 
community." 

He said the Black community 
has asked repeatedly for inquiries 
into these kinds of incidents. 
"There arc many cases and they 
seem to be going on and on and 
on. Unless there is an inquiry into 
the whole matter then we will be 
getting all these incidents over 
and over again without a clear 
resolution.” 

The problem is not one which is 
restricted to the Black community 
because, Philip points out, anyone 
is at the mercy of the arbitrary 
power of the police. "Even ask- 
ing why (you arc being stopped), 
this alone is cause for them to 
harass you." 

The Montréal Urban Communi- 
ty (MUC) has been pushing an af- 
firmative action programme for 
visible minorities within the 
police force. Philip said that re- 
cent events show those initiatives 
to be "pure public relations exer- 



The last meeting of the MUC’s 
Public Safely Commission at- 
tempted to confront issues of 
police brutality and race relations. 

“I was under the impression 
that there was going to be some 
sort of rapprochment with the 
MUC. but now I see they plan to 
treat the community the same way 
as they have in the past," said 
Philip.

Canada’s treatment of Japanese 
Canadians during World War II 
may have been racist — but not 
unjustifiable, according to 
historian J.L. Granatstcin. 

In his presentation at McGill 
last Thursday, the York Universi- 
ty professor said that concerns 
over ‘national security’ could 
have justified the evacuation of 
thousands of Japanese Canadians. 

‘‘It is certainly germane to 
remember that there was a war 
going on and the Canadians were 
losing it. Japanese Canadians 
were victims of a racist 
society... but there were sufficient 
military concerns. 

Due to the “gross weaknesses 
of the RCMP,’’ said Granatstcin, 
"the government in December 
1941 lacked the information to 
make a correct military assess- 
ment... (But) the attempt at depor- 
tation remains wholly 
justifiable.’’ 

Granatstcin said that the 
Japanese Consulate in Vancouver 
was a centre of nationalism. “The 
consul and staff regularly visited 
areas of B.C.,” he said, where 
"Japanese Canadians were direct- 
ly under the control of Japan 
through the consulate." 

But McGill professor Audrey 
Kobayashi refutes Granatstein’s 
arguments. "From the point of 
view of Japanese Canadians it is 
significant that his presentation 
offers no way of distinguishing 
between those who could be iden- 
tified as disloyal from the vast 
majority of Japanese Canadians 
(and those) who were not 
disloyal.” 

According to Granatstcin, one 
Pacific commanding officer at the 
time recommended that the intern- 
ment of Japanese males between 
the ages of 18 and 45 "might pre- 
vent inter— racial riots." 

But, said Kobayashi, a member 
of the National Association of 
Japanese Canadians, "When he 
comments about evacuating peo- 
ple on the grounds that they may 
be subject to violence, he is taking 



the line that you punish the vic- 
tim." 

According to Granatstcin, 
another officer said that security 
"cannot rest on precarious 
discernment between those who 
would actively support Japan and 
those who might at present be 
apathetic." 

Granatstcin said that a lot of the 
efforts of the Japanese consulate 
were to drum up support for 
Japan’s war in China. And, he 
said, Canada disapproved. 
"Canadian outrage over the 
‘Rape of Nanking’ led Canadians 
to boycott Japanese goods.” 

‘‘British Columbians were 
already predisposed against 
Japanesc-Canadians. Supporters 
of Japan before Dec. 7, 1941 were 
now supporters of the enemies of 
Canada," he added. 

Kobayashi rejects much of 
Granatstcin's argument. "I feel 
that his talk contained a lot of in- 
sinuation and innuendo. Basically 
if he wants to make inferences 
about Japanese Canadians he 
should study Japanese Cana- 
dians — not other sources he ad- 
mits are not very reliable. 

"He failed to separate two 
questions. Was there support for 
Japan among Japanese Cana- 
dians? He has no information as to 
how the Japanese Canadians 
responded to the consulate’s over- 
tures. 

"If there was any degree of 
support, what kind of government 
action was justified? You can’t 
look at the whole question without 
looking at the procedure in which 
the War Measures Act was im- 
plemented. 

"There is no question that the 
War Measures Act was abused 
between 1941 and 1949,” 
Kobayashi explained. 

When asked after his presenta- 
tion about compensation for 
Japanese Canadians, Granatstcin 
said, "I think redress is a mistake. 
If you do it once, where do you 
stop?" 

But Kobayashi sharply 
disagrees. “I don’t think you can 
separate it (his paper) from the 



redress issue because whatever 
evidence he will subsequently 
produce will not change the fact 
that human and civil rights were 
violated between 1941 and 1949. 

"If we went back to 1941 and 
we did find some individuals who 
were disloyal we should deal with 
them separately and individually, 
rather than subjecting 22,000 peo- 
ple to an abrogation of human and 
civil rights," she said. 

During the question period, 
Granatstcin said part of the pro- 
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blem for Japanese Canadians was 
that once they came to Canada 
their "loyalties persisted (but the) 
situation changed — war 
started.” He continued: "that can 
happen tomorrow to any group in 
the country. Simply. ..once you 
come to a country, you keep your 
links here." 

Later he added that "it may not 
stand if you have a different col- 
our from the majority.” 

Kobyashi criticized that, “He 
made inferences about the 



separate status of Japanese Cana- 
dians as an ethnic minority that I 
feel contribute to the public 
misperception that a visible 
minority is less Canadian than 
another ethnic group.”

He cited the fact that it took the 
administration over two years to 
find an acceptance. 

"No one wants to become the 
instrument of the 
administration," he said. "It is 
hard to have confidence in 
somebody who accepts the role he 
has accepted." 

Allen Fcnichcl has the same 
doubts. He argued the problems 
which arose due to the trusteeship 
and ten years of departmental con- 
flict makes it almost impossible to 
find a quality chairman. 

Professor Handa vehemently 
defends the new chairman by say- 
ing, "I think he has excellent 
credentials." 

But many professors such as 
Fenichcl are very pessimistic: 
"When you consider a school of 
such high standing like McGill 
you would expect a wealth of ap- 
plicants, but the interesting thing 
is how few people showed an in- 
terest in the position. Anybody 
who wanted it could have had it,” 
he said.
